Quarter Shows. 


N early a q u arte r of a million 


to u rists visited G etty sb u rg and 
its historic environs du rin g the 
three m onths ending Ju n e 30, ac­ 
cording to the q u arterly ri port 
of the ac -‘vitior’ of battlefield 
guides m ade public today by W il­ 
liam C. Storrick, superintendent 
of guides. 
A total of _240.792 
persons, 
with and without 
guides, 
are 
estim ated to have visited G et­ 
ty sb u rg during the period. 
The 
num ber of tourists with guides 
was 35.684, an increase of 4,546 
during the same period a y ear 


ago. 
According to Mr. Storrick, one 


reason for the increased num ­ 


ber of to u rists during the last 
quai te r is the fact that bus tr a f ­ 
fic was heavier than ever before 
reported. 
Ninety-six

After the wound has been cau­ 
terized so as to destroy as much 
of the poison as possible, the tour­ 
niquet may be loosened. When one 
minute elapses it should be tight­ 
ened up again. 
After 20 minutes, 
if no alarming symptoms develop, 
it is again released, this time for 
two minutes and again tightened. 
Another 20 minutes is allowed to 
elapse and the tourniquet is left off 
for three minutes. This procedure

tourniquet is off. the purpose being 
to allow only small quantities of 
the poison to enter the system at 
one time. 
If in spite of the local treatment, 
general symptoms develop, the pa­ 
tient must be given stimulants.
